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Six Men Run Down by a Central 
Hudson Train. | 


Three Killed Outright, One Died When 
Removed to the Hospital. 


THE OTHER TWO THROWN FROM THE 
TRACK AND BADLY INJURED. 


They Were Section Hands and Were 
Walking Along the Line in a Snow 
Storm When Caught by the Engine— 
Colored Workman Killed by a Broken 
Electric Light Wire in Louis ville— 
Casualty Record. 


SYRACUSE, N. T., Fed. 4.—A terrible 
Casualty occurred in this city about 7:40 
o’clock this morning. Near the state pump 
house at the foot of Emerson avenue, & cen- 
tral Hudson passenger train, West bound, 
ran down six men. Three were killed out- 
right and three injured. One died at the hos- 
pital, another is dying and the third is ser!- 
ously hurt. The killed are: 

JOHN RYAN. 

PARTICK DOYLE of 107 Wall street. 

JOHN MARONEY of 508 Schuyler street. 

MICHAEL J. CONNELL Of 123 Eureka street. 

The injured are: 

MICHAEL MARONEY of 405 Lakeview avenue, 
foreman of section, injured about the hips. 

JAMES HuTenInS of Emerson avenue, 
fatally. 

When the ambulance arrived at the place 
of the accident theré were but a dozen people 
about the place. The there dead men lay on 
the ground just as they had been thrown 
aside, while the yet living were ma neigh- 
boring saloon. Hutchings was taken to his 
home and Connell was sent to St. Joseph's 
Hospital. The three bodies were at once 
brought tothe Mergue. 

Examination showed that Maroney’s skull 
was broken on the top and Ryan’s on the left 
side. Doyle’s skull was shattered all over. 
Connell, whose death occurred just as he 
reached the hospital, was at once brought 
down tothe Morgue with the others. IIIs 
skull had been fractured over the right ear. 
Doyle, the worst injuredof the four, had 
both legs broken, while Ryan had the left leg 
fractured. 

The men were all employed as section 
hands on the Central Hudson Rallroad. 
They were walking on the track. It was 
very cold and the wind and snow were blow- 
ing furiously from over thelake. Foreman 
Maroney says that halfa minute before they 
were run down he turned to see if there was 
a train coming, but saw none. Very shortiy 
afterward he heard an engine bell, and look 
ing around saw the passenger train bearing 
downonthem. He yelled to the men, who

DEATH IN THE WIRES. 


A COLORED WORKMAN MEETS A HORRIBLE FATE 
IN LOUISVILLE. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Feb. 4.—An electric light 
wire yesterday morning electrocuted a man 
and almost guillotined him as well, the cur- 
rent burning deep into his neck and almost 
severing the head from the body. Just before 
daylignt the wire, which carried a current of 
2,000 volts for the street lights, broke, and lay 
in a coll more deadly than any serpent await- 


ing a victim. It was pitch dark and soona 
cab waS driven against the broken wire. 
The horse was knocked down and the vehicle 
set on fire, butthe driver escaped. A horse 
attached toa brewer’s wagon next stepped 
on the wire and was instantly killed. This 
attracted the attention ofa policeman, who 
posted himself near by to warn people away. 
soon after Leonard Figg, colored, came up 
on his way to work. He approached in the 
opposite direction and the officer on guard 
did not see him until he heard a sharp groan 
and turned to see the man inthe grasp 
of the deadly wire, which writhed and 
coiled about him like some live monster. He 
had walked rigat into it. Several persons 
rushed to the rescue, but on touching the 
man were knocked senseless. He had fallen 
with the wire coiled about his neck, anda 
cloud of smoke rose as the deadly metal 
burned into the flesh. -A set of electrician’s 
tools were at last secured and the wire cut. 
The man was stone dead and the neck almost 
severed. The pipe he was smoking was still 
between his clenched teeth and his hands 
were thrust in his pockets, death having ev!- 
dently been almost instantaneous,

WRECKED IN MID-OCEAN, 


Perils Encountered by the Crew of the 
Danish Erig Louise. 


HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, Feb. 4.—The brigan- 
tine Vestrel has arrived at Harbor Grace 
with two of the crew of the Danish brig 
Louise, Capt. Erickson, from San Domingo 
to Havre. The Louise was wrecked Jan. 1 in 
mid-ocean. Twoof her crew were washed 
overboard. The Captain died from injuries 

e received two days after, and a colored 

flor died the next day. The survivors lived 
for fifteen days on the remains of the wreck, 
with scarcely anything to eat or drink. They 
became so weak that they had to lash them 
selves to the rigging to keep from falling into 
the ocean. The Vestral rescued the surviv- 
ing two of the crew with great danger on ac- 
count of high seas. 


BATTLE WITH MUTINEERS. 

NEw YorRK,.Feb. 4.—The British steamer 
India has arrived from Mediterranean ports 
with 454 steerage passengers on board. The 
Captain relates the hard battle with fierce 
northwesters he was compelled to fight from 
the Straits ot Gibraltar, besides the at- 
tempted mutiny of his crew. On Jan. 18a 
heavy sea smashed against the starboard 
bow and battered in four plates ten feet 
above the water line. Twenty-four of the 
crew niutinied, declaring that the ship was 
unseaworthy. Passengers, engineers and 
firemen stood by the Captain ana placed the 
mutineers in the hold of the vessel. The ship 
then bore up for Bermuda, arriving there 
Jan. 24,and was detained until Jan. 30 under- 
going repairs.

HOUGHTON, Mich., Feb. 4.—Terrible bliz- 
zards have ruled for the past two days, with 
the mercury 30 to 40 deg. below. Snow drifts 
are as high as the tops of passen- 
ger coaches. Mineral Range and Hancock 
and Calumet passenger trains, consisting 
of only one coach and a baggage-car take two 
and three powerful engines to pull them 
The mines are shut down for lack of fuel and 
the stamp-mills for lack of rock.

The explosion of a gasoline 
stove in the basement of the St. Nicholas 
Hotel started the fire. Owing. to 
an accidentin the waterworks the firemen 
obtained a stream only twenty feet high for 
half an hour. ‘she Champaign Fire Depart- 
ment promptly responded to a cail and did 
excellent work in checking thefire. The 
places burned are: Sims’ drug store, St. Nich- 
olas Hotel, Masonic Temple, Yates’ dry 
goods store, Boyd Grocery, City Market, 
Smith Harness Co., andthe Pacific Express 
office. The loss is estimated at from $75,000 
to $100,000.

The Annexation. Commissioners Wel- 


comed at Washington. 


FORMAL INTERVIEW WITH SECRETARY 
OF STATE FOSTER. 


They Present Their Credentials and Ex- 
plain the Object of Their Errand—An- 
other Meeting to Take Place This Even- 
ing—Ths Drift of Sentiment—Not a 
Party Question. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Feb. 4.—The first inter- 
view between Secretary Foster and the 
Hawallan annexation commissioners was 
held in the diplomatic parlor of the State 
Department this morni&Qg between 10 and 11 
o’clock, and lasted half @n hour. There were 
present Secretary Foster and Solicitor Pard- 
ridge, representing the United States, and 
Messrs. Thurston, Wilder, Castle, Marsden 
and Carter, the Hawaiian Commissioners; 
Mr. Kinney of Salt Lake, who is present with 
them as unofficial adviser, and Dr. Mott- 
Smith, the Hawalian Minister, the latter of 
whom made the introductions. 

Mr. Thurston, on behalf of his associates, 
presented his credentials from President 
Dole of the Provisional Government and 
supplemented them with a brief statement of 
the events at the islands which were the cause 
of their visit. Seretary Foster responded in 
a few words of welcome, stating that the 
reason for the errand was well known 
to the people of the United States. 
After the exchange of social greetings, in the 
course of which the Secretary expressed his 
regret that he was unable to receive them at 
his own house, which had been closed in ex- 
pectation of his departure for Europe next 
week, the interview closed with an engage- 
ment to meet again at 3 o' clock this after- 
noon at the same place. 

The Hawalian Commissioners returned at 
once to their hotel, where they discussed the 
question of making a statement to the peo- 
ple of the United States upon the subject of 
their mission tothis country. Mr. Thurston 
was asked whether the reception by Secre- 
tary Foster had been satisfactory, and he 
replied that it had been quite so. Of the de- 
tails, however, he could not speak as he had 
been requested by Secretary Foster, pending 
negotiations, to make no statements regard- 
ing the progress thereof. 

Other members of the commission unite 
with Mr. Thurston in expressing much satis- 
faction over the manner of thefr reception. 
Mr. Castie said he had found Secretary Fos- 
ter to be an exceedingly affable gentleman, 
and he anticipated very pleasant relations 
between him andthe Commissioners during 
their stay. They have been cordially re- 
ceived by the representatives of the 
United States Government, he said, and 
this beginning, he believed, augured a satis- 
factory completion of their mission. At their 
interview this afternoon it is expected that 
an hour will be fixed for the presentation of 
the commissioners to President Harrison.

HAWAII IN THE HOUSE. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 4.—Soon after 
its meeting this morning{(and after the refer- 
ence to the anti-option bill to the Committee 
of the Whole) the House proceeded tothe con- 
sideration of the diplomatic and consular 
appropriation bill. 

There was no general debate, and the bill 
was read for amendment. Mr. Herman 
(Rep.) of Oregon occupied the time of the 
House for halt a minute on an amendment 
abolishing the position of Consul- General at 
Honolulu, Hawall. He made this amend- 
ment, he said, in view ofthe fact that in a 
short time there would be no neces- 
sity for a Consul Generalat Honolulu. His 
State was deeply interested in the situation 
ofuffairs and its Legislature had adopted 
resolutions (which he read) in favor of an- 
nexation. Having emphasized this feeling 
he withdrew the amendment. 

ATRIBUTE TO BLOUNT. 

When the consideration of the diplomatic 
billhad been completed, Mr. Holman, the 
Democratic father ofthe House, arose and 
expressed sincere regret that in the retire- 
ment from Congress at this session 
of Mr. Blount of Georgia the association 
of twenty years was to de severed. 
Mr. O'Neill of Pennsylvania, the Repubmcan 
Nestor, indorsed every word of the high 
eulogium which Mr. Holman had uttered, 
and Messrs. Hitt, Bland, Springer and Mc- 
Creary added their praise to the ability and 
patriotism of the retiring member and 
through their speeches there was a Vein run- 
ningin the direction of Mr. Blount’s pro- 
motion to a Cabinet position. 

Mr. Blount was profoundly moved by the 
testimony of the esteem in which he was held 
by his aysociates, and in a féw words re- 
sponded to the remarks which had been 
made, and declared that whatever the 
future hadin store for him, he would ever 
look back to this hour as the brightest hour 
of his life. The diplomatic bill was passed. 


NOT A PARTY QUESTION. 

Sr. JOHNSBURY, Vt., Feb. 4.—Hon. Henry 
O. Ide of this city, late United States Com- 
thissioner to Samoa, thinks that the policy 
of this Government with the Somoans in 
1874 may now apply to Hawall. 

„»The application for annexation by the 
Samoans,’’ said Mr. Ide, was voluntary 
and sincere. The application on the part of 
the Hawalians does not seem to have come 
in any sense from the native people, but only 
irom a portion of the foreigners who repre- 
sent numerically probably not more than 
one-sixth of the whole population. It would 
seem probable that the same condition 
which controlled ofr Government in 1874 
might control it in 1893, but it would also 
seem that a helping hand and moral infiu- 
ence in favor of the independence of the 
Hawalians and some other than a monarchial 
government there and of the most complete 
protection of the vast American interests 
now existing in those isiands would be given 
by our Government, The question is nota 
party one. No one can forecast to a cer- 
tainty the policy of this Administration or 
the succeeding one in regard to this most 
interesting application for annexation. But 
it would be entirely in line with our previous 
history ifannexation did not occur; but our 
moral and business influence in those islands 
should continue to preponderate and be 
largely increased by such action as may now 
be taken.

ATTEMPTS TOO MUCH. 


City Counselor Marshall Says the Milk In- 
srection Bill Conflicts With the Charter. 

A number of questions relating tothe bill 
regulating the inspection of milk, and pro- 
viding for the appointment ofa City Chem- 
ist, which has passed the Council and is now 
before the Committee on Sanitary Affairs of 
the House of Delegates, were submitted 
to City Counselor Marshall for an opin- 
ion this morning. The bill as it 
now stands provides for the licensing and 
regulating the inspection and saleof milk, 
for the prevention of the sale of any but pure 
milk, and creates a fixed standard asa test 
tor the same. It also provides for the estab- 
lishment of a City Chemist, defines his duties, 
salary, etc., prohibits the erection of dairies 
and cow-stables within certain limits and 
repeals the ordinance creating the office of 
City Milk Inspector. 

The rock upon which the bill will probably 
split is that it attempts to accomplish too 
much. Mr. Marshall, in his opinion, states 
that it is in direct conflict with 
the city charter, which provides that no 
bill containing more than one subject shall 
be passed. Other faulty points in it are that 
it gives the Commissioner of Supplies power 
to make purchases when there is no special 
appropriation for such a purpose.

France has sent a curt note to the British 
Foreign Office stating that she has no inten- 
tion of relinquishing her rights in Egypt has 
increased the tension of the situation there.

Conditions have not been improved by the

Considerable anxiety is felt by foreign res- 
idents as to the possibilities of another re- 
voit. fhe Khedive will go to Assioot to- 
morrow to open a new railway and it is said 
that during his absence a rebellion will be 
started. 


RIOT IN BOGOTA, 


COLLISION BETWEEN THE PEOPLE AND POLICE 
—PANAMA CONCESSIONS. 


PANAMA, Feb. 4.—There has been a serious 
riot at Bogota,the capitol of Colombia, which 
lasted for two days. It is said that a hun- 
dred men were killed and 500 were wounded. 
The riots are in no sense political. The 
trouble grew out of a publication in La 
Christina of an article by K. Ignacio Gutier- 
rez, a professor in a local Jesuit college, al- 
leging widespread ignorance among the 
laboring classes. The artisans rose en masse, 
and a mob of about 400 gathered about the 
house of Gutierrez, stoned the building and 
broke the windows and doors. 

The police remonstrated with the rioters, 
but they were driven away. They returned 
with reinforcements and a collision occurred 
in which shots were exchanged, The police 
were victorious. 

Another fight occurred later inthe day, but 
the rioters were dispersed. 

Everything was quiet the next morning, 
but at 5 o’clock in the evening the working- 
men gathered by thousands in San Victoriano 
square, Las Cruces Ward and in the public 
market. They overpowered the. police and 
fora while were in full possession of the 
city. Newspaper offices were sacked and a 
general assault was commenced on the po- 
lice barracks. The government called out 
the militia and after'a sharp fight the mob 
was dispersed. 8 * 

The capital is stil m a stats ot siege, al. 
though it is officially announced that quiet 
has been restored. A strict local press cen- 
sorship has been established. 

The Frenchmen here ridicule the idea that 
the United States will make any proposition 
to Colombia looking tothe acquirement of the 
canal. 
the liquidator. Who hopes in this way to touch 
French pride and induce France at the last 
moment to take official action on behalf of 
the canal. 

It is also intimated that the action of the 
Colombian Government in this matter, giv- 
ing it a seeming official standing, is due to 
canal influences. 

Colombians are looking forward with much 
anxiety to the decision of the American 
courts inthe matter of the Canal company 
purchase ofa majority of the stock of the 
Panama Railroad Co. Itis hoped here that 
the sale will be declared valid, as that will 
increase the assets of the company, which 
will revert to the Colombian Government. 

It is said that as a last resort the canal 
company will plead the invalidity of the 
Wyse extension on the ground that it was 
not approved by the Tribunal of the Seine, 
and willclaim an extension under the old 
contract. 


CANADIAN CONSERVATIVES 


RESULT OF THE CAUCUS TO DISCUSS THE TARIFF 
POLICY. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Feb. 4.—No exact state- 
ment of what was done at the Conservative 
caucus can be given, but with regard to the 
tariff it is believed that Sir John Thompson 
said that the present was not the time to 
make any sweeping changes. Canada’s 
tariff policy must of necessity be conditioned 
by the tariff policy of the United States, and 
it would be wise for Canada not to do any- 


thing in the way of change until the Cleve- 


land Administration -had an opportunity of

If Candlemas Day be fair and bright

This ancient bit of weather prophecy, 
antedating the efforts of our Friend Old Prob 
abilities by nobody knows how many hun- 
dred years, is perhapsallthat the majority 
of our readers are likely to recall readily 
in connection with Candlemass Day—2d of 
February. 

But Candlemas, besides being one of the 
ancient feasts of the church and an interest- 
ing day to weather prophets, had in the old 
times various petty ceremonies and ob- 
servances belonging to it, some of which 
in the new fashion for old 
fashions have recently been revived. 

Candlemas teas are given where the only 
lights are candles — as many of these are 
used as possible. Candlemas cakes are 
served—small, round cakes with a little 
lighted candle in the center ofeach,and the 
owner of the cake whose light burn longest 
will, itis supposed, in accordance with old 
tradition, be the most fortunate of the com- 
pany during the coming year. 

Sometimes an indoors procession is organ- 
ized, bearing lighted candles, and passing 
from room to room of the house to drive the 
shadows out, that misfortune may not enter 
before the next Candlemas. 

Prettiest of all, little boats are made of the 
shells of walnuts, a tiny candle an inch long 
is stuck upright in each, and these fairy ves- 
selsare floated ina large tub of water, the 
fortunes of each symbolizing those of the 
person who launched it.

You will keep in constant commuication 
with the commander of the United States naval force 
at Honolulu, with a view to acting, if need 
be, for the protection of the interests and 
property of American citizens and aiding in the 
preservation of good order under the changed condl- 
tion reported.

THE STREET TAX LIMIT. 
Out beyond the city limits companies 
are buying large tracts of land and im- 
proving them with electric lights, paved 
avenues, granitoid sidewalks, etc., in 
order to re-sell the land in lots at a large 
profit. Within the city limits the making 
of new streets through unimproved land is 
for the benefit of the land owners, and the 
whole cost of the improvement should be 
borne by them in proportion to their sev- 
eral shares of the accruing benefits. 

But the opening of a new street does not 
invariably benefit all abutting property 
alike. It may place some of the property 
so far below grade as to leave it practically 
valueless, and the Legislature should be- 
ware of authorizing such special tax as- 
sessments as might amount in some cases 
to confiscation of the property of some 
owners forthe benefit of the owners of a 
majority of the front feet. Our State Con- 
stitution expressly provides that private 
property shall not be taken or damaged in 
such cases without just compensation. 

No doubt the limitation of special taxes 
for street improvements to 25 per cent of 
the value of any abutting lot is too low, 
and ought to be raised. But it does not 
follow that there should be no limit to 
such taxes short of the full value of the 
property. There is a proper mean some- 
where between a limit which operates as a 
barrier to improvement, and that reasona- 
ble limit which is necessary to protect the 
minority whose property is threatened with 
confiscation for the benefit of speculating 
syndicates and contractors’ rings. Specu- 
lators and contractors are very useful men, 
but when they have a strong pull on City 
Hall authorities and happen to want the 
earth, a reasonable tax limit is apt to be 
the only available protection for the prop- 
erty owner. 
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A SERMON IN THE GRAPEVINE. 

The short and inglorious history of the 
Scott bill to increase the tax on whisky 
and highwines 35 cents a gallon affords an 
excellent example of how indirect taxa- 
tion serves the purposes of selfish men 
working against the public good. 

Immediately after the introduction of 
the bill the whisky trust sent a strong 
lobby to Washington which worked zeal- 
ously in favor of its passage. At the same 
time outside products were bought up 
and stored by the combine. The trust stills 
were setto work to their full capacity 
while orders from customers were discour- 
aged. The bill seemed certain to 
go through and e become a law and 
the trust saw a juicy opportunity 
to make the whole amount of the tax as a 
profit on whatever it might meanwhile 
manufacture or buy, but which of course 
was not to pay the additional tax to the 
Government. The consequence would have 
been the enrichment of the trust by sev- 
eral millions out of the pockets of con- 
sumers. It would have also been detri- 
mental tothe Government because after 
the passage of the bill production would 
have stopped pending ‘the exhaustion 
of the speculative supply and the very pur- 
pose of the bill would have been thus de- 
feated. Revenues sorely needed at once 
would not have come in for several months. 
The profits of the trust would have been 
pure plunder exacted from the people 
while the Government would have been 
worse off than ever. Happily, however, 
the game was exposed.and the bill was 
dropped. 

The fate of the measure is an object les- 
son in the principles of taxation and ought 
to open the eyes of people who like to pay 
their taxes when they don’t know it.“ 

This example ought to be of great service 
to the friends of direct taxation in their 
war against the present bandit system. 
Nothing else could better illustrate its in- 
justice. By means of indirect taxation 
trusts are fostered and competition

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Senator Cochrane of 8t. Joseph has 
followed Gov. Francis’ recommendation 
with a bill providing for the rigid inspec- 
tion of banks and all other financial in- 
stitutions of the State. As the United 
States Government has provided for 
the inspection of the National banks, 
it is probable that their patrons 
would not be rendered any more 
secure by State inspection. But banks 
and other financial institutions oper- 
ating wholly under State law should 
be subject to such State inspection as will 
compel their managers at all times to obey 
the law and strictly observe all the regu- 
lations ordained for the protection of their 
depositors and stockholders. 

The preneness of the latter to leave ev- 
erything to the directors, and of the direc- 
tors to let speculating bank ‘officers do 
pretty mucb as they please with the money 
of depositors, has been demonstrated 
manyatime. Inspection is not an infalli- 
ble preventive of bank frauds and disas- 
ters, but it can be made nearly so, and 
the State should throw every safeguard 
it can about the management of these de- 
positories of the people’s money, for the 
credit of the banks themselves as well as 
for the safety of the public. ; 

This is especially true of the rapidly 
multiplying building associations which 
are absorbing and handling vast amounts 
of the earnings of the poor and 
savings of thrifty men of small 
means. Most of these associations 
have been well managed and so successful 
that the popular preference for investment 
inthem affords a most tempting oppor- 
tunity for rascalg to use them as a means 
of swindling. The Legislature should pro- 
vide against this and against mismanage- 
ment as far as possible by carefully regu- 
lating the organization and] management 
of these associations, with such inspection 
as may be necessary to enforce the regu- 
lations for the protection of the investors.

CUBAN SUGAR CHOP. 


Planters Not Pleased With Results—Un- 
favorable Financial Outlook. 


HAVANA, Feb. 4.—The grinding of sugar 
cane centinues to be actively pushed 
throughout the island. The Havana Weekly 
Report says thatthe results of the grinding 
are not gratifying to the planters, who ex- 
pected to secure a much larger yield of sugar 
from theircane. The paper adds that itis 
thought that the production in the province 
of Santiago De Cuba will be about 30 per cent 
smaller than that of the preceding season, 
the cane being fully one-third below the 
average size attained in normal years. 
The tenants at Remedios are making 
an attempt to obtain from planters a 
largge quantity of sugar than they have here- 
tofore n able to secure in exchange for 
the cane. A tenants’ society has been formed, 
the object of which is to work in a systematic 
manner to gain the end sought by all the 
sm growers who depend on the large 
estatestode their grinding. The financial 
outlook here is not cheering. There is al- 
ready a difference of from 9 to 10 per cent be- 
tween the valus of gold and silver coins with 
which the bank bills issued for the account of 
the treasury are being redeemed. In several 
parts of the island a silver $1 is current 
foronly 90 or cents. 

Advices from Vuelta Abajo show that to- 
bacco cutting has already commenced at San 
Juan Mart — and that it is thought produe - 
tion from the garifer cut will showa falling 
off of about 50 per cept from the general aver- 
age. This, it i$ said, is due to the persistent 
drought that prevatied during tue latter part 
of last year. The yield from the seed sown 
later will be fair. : 

The Cienfuegos Railroad Co. contemplates 
an extension of its line to Placetas and Cama- 
juani, Such an extension would lead to a 
considerable increase in the traffic of the 
line, as there are several large central refin- 
erias along the route proposed to be fol- 
lowed. The road will also carry much -to- 
bacco, the crop of which In the district men- 
tioned is valued at $2,000,000. The extension 
of the Sagua Rallwayto Vuelta Abajo 1s al- 
so spoken of.

NEW STEAMSHIP LINE. 


Plans in Contemplation by the North 
American Navigation Co. 


SAN Francisco, Cal., Feb, 4.—The refusal 
of the Pacific Mall Steamship Co. to accept 
through freight from this city to New York 
via the Isthmas of Panama, owing to its dif- 
ficulties with the Panama Raliroad Co., has 
led the officers of the North American Navi- 
gation Co. to take measures for commencing 
operations at once. The new company has 
no steamers yet to ply between this port and 
Panama, and how to get steamers 1s 
a problem which confronts the om 
cers of the company. To solve 
this problem an important letter was 


addressed last night to Timothy G. Phelps, 
Collector of the Port, by William L. Lerrey, 
President of the North American Navigation 
Co. In this communication the Collector is 
asked whether merchandise of American 
production or manufacture would or would 
not be entitled to free entry at New York if 
shipped in foreign bottoms from San Fran- 
cisco to Panama, there loaded on cars and 
transported to Colon, and at Colon trans- 
ported to American ships, being subsequently 
carried to New York and there offered as 
American merchandise returned after hav- 
ing been exported without having been ad- 
vanced in value or improved in condition, 

Yesterday Special Deputy Collector Kk. B. 
Jerome was questioned about the application 
recently made by the North American Navi- 

tion Co. to the Treasury Department at 

Vashington for permission to use foreign 
vessels between this port and Panama dur- 
ing the time required to bring American 
steamships from New York to San Francisco 
by way of Cape Horn. Jerome referred toa 
ruling of the Treasury report in June last in 
thecase of Dunham, Carrigan & Hayden, 
iron dealers of this city, who shipped 
goods of American manufacture, valued 
at several hundred thousands of 
dollars, from New York to Antwerp in 
foreign bottoms. At Antwerp the mer- 
chandise was unloaded and put aboard other 
foreign ships and sent to San Francisco, 
where it was offered for entry. The Acting 
Secretary of the Treasury madea ruling in 
this case and issued an order under which 
the merchandise was seized and proceedings 
for its forfeiture are now pending in the 
United States District Court here. Deputy 
Collector Jerome, in speaking of the Treas- 
ury Department’s ruling in this case, sald / 
»The Acting Secretary dwelt upon the fact 
that the goods were transported tbe whole 
distance from New York to San Francisco in 
foreign bottoms, and we who are familiar 
with the entire correspondence inthe case 
have no doubt that had continuity of the 
voyage from one American port to another 
been broken at Antwerp by a resuipment of 
the goods in an American vessel, there would 
have been no trouble whatever in gaining 
free entry in this port. 

When views expressed by Jerome were laid 
before Messrs. Merry and Locke of the North 
American Co. they determined to address a 
letter to Collector Phelps atonce, and they 
declared that if he ratified the opinion of his 
deputy the company would commence opera- 
tions immediately, no matter what disposi- 
tion is made of their recent application to 
Secretary of the Treasury Foster. 

In speaking of the matter President Merry 
said: Ithink the Secretary will not grant 
our request, though, of course, I have no 
authority for saying so, If Collector Phelps 
stands by us, however, all will well, and 
we wilihave three foreign steamers under 
charter before ten days have elapsed and 
will have one of them set sail for Panama be- 
fore March 1.“

The Practice of Pocketing Interest to Be 
Inve :tigeted. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Feb. 4.—It is understood 
that Acting Gov. Gillis only awaiting action 
on the various investigation resolutions con- 
cerning the practice of State treasurers 
pocketing interest on the State funds to di- 
rect the Attorney-General to bring suit in the 
name of the State of Illinois against ex-State 
treasurers as far back ‘as 1879 and their 
bondsmen for the recovery of about a million 
and a half liars interest absorbed by 
them which should have gone into the State 
Treasury.
